PROCLAMATION BY TIVE GOVERNOR CONVENING TUG JTEGISLATURE TN CNTRAORDINARY 
SESSTON 
EXeCUTIVE DEPARTMENT, STATE OY CALTVORNIA 

WHEREAS, An extraordimary oceasion has arisen and now exists requiring that 
the Legislature of the State of California be convened, 

Not, therefare, 1 Hirasawa W Jounson, Governor of the State of California. by 
virtue of the power and authority in me yested ly section @ of article V of the 
Constitution, do hereby convene the Legislatnie of the Stare of Cahtormia ta meet 
and assemble mi extraordinary session, at Sacramento, Califarnia, on Wednesday, 
the fifth dav of January, cue thousand nin» hundied and sixteen at two o'clock 
pra of that day for the folowine purposes and to Jegisitte upon the followime sub- 
jects to wit 

To amend the Direct Primary Law relating to nominations of candidates for 
public ofhee. approved June 16, 1913. so that the same shall provide for the nomma- 
tian by eleerors, political parties and organizations of electors of candidates for public 
office in sucl inanner as to econterm to other existing election laws, aud therebs enable 
electors Legistered pursuant to such existing laws to paitiempate in nyuminating such 
candidates thereunder 
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2°) To amend sections 3. G and 9 of the [residential Primary Act approved 
April 28, 1915. so that electors registered pursuant tu existing Jaws may participate 
in nommatmge candidates for delegates thersunder: and to add a new section to 
such act calling and providing fer ao presidential primary election to be held en 
the second dav of Mav, 1916, 

3. ‘To authorize the Board of Trustees of the San Franeisce State Normal School 
to select a new site for said school upon the lands heretofore and wow occupied or 
owned by the Panama-Pacifie International Exposition or any corporation represent- 
ig ur aeting for or in eonjunetien with said Exposition and m event of such selec- 
tion of said new site. provide for and authorize the sale or exchange of the present 
site of said nermal scheel and the disposition of improvements therean 

To provide for and authorize said Board of Trustees to acquire by purchase gift, 
condemnation, ot otherwise all necessary lands, buildings, improvements, and equip- 
ment fer such sehool. and, for this purpose, tu authorize the condemnation of 
publicly or privately owned ands and improvements. to provide for and authorize the 
qits and county af San Francisey to abandon and clese streets, or portions of streets 
within and abour the site so selected and to transfer ttle thereto for the use ot 
said State Normal Schoul. and to previde for aud autbotize the use. mi connection 
with such site. of State lands adjacent theretu 

To provide for the disposition cf auy proceeds of the Panama-Pacifie International 
Exposition accruing to the State from the Panama-Pacitie International Exposition 
Companys through the operation of said Exposition, of otherwise, of of auv money ol 
property that may be due to or be given to the Slate by said Exposition Company or 
its ditectars, to make appropriations thereat, and te authorize the Board of Tinstees 
of the State Normal Sehool, or anv official or ofhuinls of the State. to aceept property 
for o: op behalf of the Stere in full or partial settlement of the clanmns of the Srate 
to its proportion of sueh proceeds ol moneys ol property 

+ To consider and act uy oun an amendment te the act of the Legislature of the 
State of California entitled “An aet ening and granting tu the Board of Paik Com- 
missioners of the city of San Diego the right to use and the right ta authorize the 
use of Balboa Park in said city tor exposition purposes. approved Mareh 24. 1917, 
extending ifs provisions so as to authorize and provide for the use ot said Balhoa 
Lark fot exposition purposes during the years 1216 and 1917 and to de what may

President pro tem —His Pouers and Privileges 


9 The President pro tem. shall, in the absence of the President, take the chair 
and call the Senate to order at the hour of the meetings of the Senate. and have the 
same power as the President. but the President pro tem. shall vote vuly as any other 
member of the Senate 


Duties of Seeretary, 

10. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Senate to atiend every session, 
eall the roll, read all bills, amendments, resolutions, and all papers ordered vead by 
the Senate or the presiding officer. 

2 To superintend all copying and work to be done for the Senate. To have 
supervision over all the attaches and employees of the Senate Tu assign, reassign 
or transfer all attaches or employees to their respective duties. To certify and 
transmit to the Assembly all bills, joint and concurrent resolutions. constitutional 
amendments and papers requiring the coneusienve of the Assembly. trumediately 
after then passage or adoption hy the Senate. 

3 To keen a correct journal of the proceedings of the Senate 

+ To notify the Assembly of the action by the Senate on all matters originating 
in the Assembly, and requiring action on the part of the Senate, 

5 To permit no papers or records belonging to the Senate to be taken vut of its 
custody otherwise than in the regular eourse of business. 


Recards or Papers Not to Be Taken From Desh. 


11. The Seeretary of the Senate shall not permit any records or papers to be 
taken from the desk. or out of his custody, bs any person except a chairman of a 
committee but he shall deliver any bill or paper to be printed to the Superintendent 
of State I’rinting. and all bills ordered engrossed or enrolled to the Committee on 
Engiossment and Enrollment, and take receipts therefor. 


Neraeant-at-Arms 

12.) A Sergeant-at-Arms shall he elected. to hald his office during the pleasure 
of the Senate, whose duty it shall be to attend the Senate during all of its sitimes, 
to execute the commands of the Senate from time to time, tegether with all such 
process issued by authority thereof, as shail be directed to him by the President 
The Sergeant-at-Arms is authorized to arrest for contempt all persons vutside the 
bar. or in the gallerv, found in loud conversation, or otherwise making a noise to the 
disturbanee of the Senate. The actual expenses of the Sergeant-at-Arms for covery 
amest. for each day's custody and relensement, and the travelmy expenses for him. 
self and special inessenger going and returniag shall he paid out of the contingent 
fund, and no other fees shall be pard him bevond his per diem = It shall also be the 
duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to keep the aceounts tor pay and mileage of Senators, 


Printed Bills, Ete, Uust Be Placed on Deshe 


18 The Sergeant-at-Arms shall place copies of all bills, joint and coucurrent 
resolutions, constitutional amendments, and journals and histories. when printed, on 
the desks of Senators, at least one hour previons to the opening of sesston. 


Gatehecper, 

J4 0 It shall he the duty of the gatekeeper tou prevent all persons except Senatars, 
ex-Sevators. members vf the Assembly, State officers of the two houses, and such 
accredited newspaper representatives as have seats asigned to them by the President. 
from commng withm the har of the Senate, unless upon written invitation of the 
Tresident or a Senator: provided, that no visitor shall he allowed upon the floor 
while the Senate 1s in session. 


Labbuwnd 

15, No person engaged in presrnting to the Senate or any of its committees any 
business, claim. or legislation. shall he permitted to engage in such busmess in the 
Senate Chamber ar be permitted on the floor of the Senate at any time the Senate 1s 
in session Any person transezressing this rie shall be removed from the floor of the 
Senate and shall he debarred from the privilege of the floor during the remainder of 
the entire session = The President and President pro tem are charged with the 
enforcement of this rule, and this rule can not be suspended except by a two-thirds 
vote of the entire Senate. 


Attendance, Duties and Obligations of Nenators, 


16 No Senator shall ahsent himself from attendance upon the Senate without 
leave first obtamed, A Jess number than a quorum of the Senate 1s hereby anthor- 
ized to send the Sergeant-at-Arms. or any other pelson. for anv and all absent 
Senators at the expense of such ahsent Senaturs, respectively, unless such excuse for 
non-attendanee as shall be made to the Senate, when a quorum is convened. shall he 
judged sufhecient. and m that ease the expense shall be paid out of the Continzent 
Fund of the Senate, and this rule shall apply as well to the first convention of the 
Senate, at the legal time of meeting. as to each day of the session after the hour has 
arrived to which the Senate stood adjourned. The President or Acting President of 
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the Senate. or less than a quorum present,’ shall have the power to issue process 
directed tu the Sergeant-at-Arms, or to uny other person, to compel the attendance 
of Senators absent without leave Any Nenator who shall refuse to obey such 
process, unless sick or unable to attend. shall be deemed guilty of coutempt of the 
Senate. and the Sergeant-at-Arms, or any other person. to whom such process mav 
be dnected., shall have power to use such force as mav be necessary to compel the 
attendance of such absent Senator. and for this purpose he may command the force 
of ihe county, or of any county in the State. 


Decorum aud Debute. 


17 1 When a Senator desires to address the Senate he shall vise in Ins place. 
address the President. and when recognized he shall proceed to speak. 

2. No Senator shall speak more than twice in any one debate on the same dav. 
and at the same stage of the bill, without Jeayve; and Senators who have ence spoken 
shall not again be entitled to the fluor (except for explanation) su long as any 
Senator who has not spoken desires to speak, 

8 No Senator shall be mterrupted when speaking. and no question shall be asked 
him except those through the presiding officer. 

4. The author of a bill. motion, or resolution shall have the privilege of closing 
the debate 


Senator Entitled to Floor. 


IS When two or more Senators arise at the same time to address the Senate. 
the presiding ofhcer shall designate the Senator who w entitled to the floor. 


Senator, When Called to Order, Mist Set Done, 


19 When a Senator shall be called to order he shall sit down until the President 
shall have determined whether be is in order or not: and every question of order 
shall be decided by the President, subject to an appeal to the Senate bv any Senator 
lf a Senator be called to order for words spoken. the objectionable lauguage shal] 
immedintely he taken down in writing by the Seeretary of the Seuate. 


Vota. 


20) When a Senator declines to vute on a call of his name he shall be required 
to assign lus reasons therefor, and having assigned them. the presiding ofheer shall 
submit the question to the Senate “Shall the Senato1, fer the reasons assigned by 
him, be exveused from voting?” which shall he decided without debate And these 
proceedings shall be had atter the roll call and before the result 1s announced, and 
any Luvther proceedings in reference thereto shall be after such announcement. 


Printing. 

21. Fifteen hundred copies of all bills shall be printed. and the Sergeant-at-Arms 
shall be required tu certify to the reception by the Senate of all printed matter, and 
the quantity. One copy of each bill or paper printed bv order of the Senate shall be 
ragga tu each Senator at his desk, and the balance shall be distributed according 
to law. 


Number of Capes to be Printed 


22) Seven hundied and fifty copies shall he printed of each document or other 
matter ordered, uuless the Seuate especially directs a different oumber. 


Namber of Copres to be Printcd of Jaumal 

23. The Superimtendent of State Printing shall print one thousand enopies of the 
Journal of each dav's proceedings of the Senate, and one copy of the same shall be 
qlaced upon each Senator’s desk. and a sufhcient pbumber sent to the Assembly to 
supply each wAssemblyman with one copy, he shall also print a sufficient number of 
copies preperly paged. ty bind im book turm as the Journal of the Senate. at the end 
of the session, as Lequired by Jay. 


What Shall be Prented in the Journal. 


24, Messages fiom the Governot (other than bienpial messages and imaugural 
addresses), jotnt and econeurrent resolutiaus and constitutional amendments, when 
adopted, and the titles of all bulls, Jount and concurrent resvlutiens and constitutional 
amendments, when acted upou by the Senate shall be printed in the Journal m fall 


Reeaid of Votes and Petitions 
25 Everv vote and a brief statement of the contents of each petition, memurial, 
or paper presented to the Senate shall be entered in the Journal 
When Not in Commitice of the Whole, Proceedings Must be Entered in the Jounal 
26 ‘The proceedings of the Senate. when not acting as a Committee of the 
Whole, shall be entered jn the Journal as concisely as pessible, care beimg taken to 
record a true and aceurate account of the proceedings, 
Printing for the Senate. 
27) The Superintendent of State Printing shall not piimt for the use of the 
Senate any watter other than provided hy law. wnoless upon a written order signed 
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hy the Secretary The Secretary may, when necessity requires, order fiom the State 
Printer such pimting as he deems necessary to be prmted m advauce of the regular 
order of business, under a specially prepaied written order, to be known as a “Rush 
Order” 


Introduction and Reading of Bills. 

2S 1 A Senater desuing te mtreduce a bill shall rise in his place and address 
the President, and upon being recognized shall present the bill The title shall be 
announced by the Seeretary, the bill shall le read the first time and thereupon 
referred by the President to a standing cominittee. No bill shall be iptredueed in 
the Senate by anv member after the constitutional recess without the consent of 
three-fourths of the members of the Senate, nor shall more than two bills be iniro- 
dueed by any one member after such recess Evers bill shall be read on three several 
days previous to ity passage (unless ip case of urgency. two-thirds of the Senate 
shall by vote of ayes and noes. dispense with this provision). and the last reading 
shall be at length The President shall give notice, at each of the second and third 
readings. which reading it 1s, and uo bill shall be read at either reading until the 
Senate has so determined by a vote (should any Senator object te such reading). 
Joint and concurrent tesolutiuns shall be treated the same as bills. provided they 
shall be read but onee. unless the Senate. by a majority vote of all the Senators 
present, otherwise direct: and provided, further, that jomt and concurrent resolu- 
tions and constitutional amendments shall not be deemed bills within the meaning 
of section 2 of article IV of the Constitution and shall not be referred to the Com- 
mates on Introduction of Bills and shall not require a vote to autborize their intro- 

uction. 

2 The titles of all bills. joint and concurrent resolutions, and constitutional 
amendments introduced shall be printed in the Journal, 

8. When a bill amending a code section is introduced, the author of the bill 
shall cause the new matter. if any. to be underscored, and the place in the bill where 
portians of the law are propased ta he omitted, if any, to be indieated by closed 
hrackets: proveded, hawerer, that where the subject consists of an entirely new sec- 
tion the words thereof need nut be underseored. and when any bill introduced repeals 
an existing law in whole the matter repealed need not he indicated. 

All bills reported favorably or for consideration. if reported with amendments, 
shall have the new matter, if any. underscored. and the place of omission of parts 
of the law proposed to be omitted. if any, shall he mdicated by brackets. All bills 
reported with amendments shall be immediately reprinted. 

All matter underscored in the draft or amendment of any bill shall be printed by 
the Supermtendent of State Printing in italics. and all brackets shall be reproduced. 


Order of Enarossing and Enrolling Bills. 

29, All bills ordered engrossed shall be dehvered by the Secretary of the Senate 
tu the Committee on Mngrossment and Enrollment or to the clerk of the commuitee 
and a receipt in writing taken therefor. and all said bills shall be engrossed in the 
order of their receipt by the committee or its clerk. All Senate bills shall. after 
their final passage by, and receipt from the Assembly. be delivered by the Secretary 
of the Senate in the order of their receipt from the Assembly, to the Cummiuttee on 
Engrossment and Enrollment or its clerk and a receipt in writing taken therefor: 
ant ab bills shall be enrolled im the order of their receipt from the Secretary of 
the Senate. 


Engrosscd Bills to Be Examined and Reported. 


ot), All bills. amendments. and resolutions, after being engrussed. in pursuance 
of the order of the Senate, shall be earefully examimed and reported back by the 
Conmmittee on Engrossment and Enrollment. the engrossed copy to be transmitted 
to the Assembly with proper endorsements. and the original retained by the Senate. 


Disposition of Assembly Bills. 

31. When an Assembly bil has been recensed by the Senate, with a message 
announeing that it has passed the Assembly, sueh lil shall be Lead the first time and 
he referred by the President to a standing comnmittee, procided, howerc, that when 
an Assembly bill is received. the text of which is stated by a member to be inden- 
tical with that of a Senate bill, which has already been considered and reported by 
a standing committee of the Senate, such Assembly bill shall be referred to the 
Committee on Engrossment and Enrollment for comparison, which committee shall 
report without delay, whether or not such bill is identical with the Senate bill. If 
reported identical, such Assembly bill shall be substituted for the Senate bill, shall 
take its place on the second-reading file and be considered as having received the 
same committee recommendation as the Senate bill: prarided, that the fact that the 
hills are ideatieal shall be entered in the journal. Such Senate bill shal] thereupon 
be placed upon the file of unfinished business 


Reference of Bills to Finance Commiattec. 


$2. AIl bills appropriating money from any fund shall be referred io the Com- 
mittee on Finance before being read the second time. 
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Commitice imendments—How Made. 


33. When amendments to a bill are reported by a committee, the clerk of such 
committee shall prepare three copies of amendment, one to go with the Ill to the 
Superintendent of State Printing, one to the Minute Clerk, and one to the Necretary 
of the Senate. 


Commuittec—When to Report. 


34. All ecominittees shall act upon bills referred to them as soun as practicable, 
and when acted upon each bill shall be reported back to the Senate forthwith, and 
the chairman of cach committee is charged with the observance ot this rule, prormded, 
that the Senate may at any time. bs a majority vote, recall a bill from any comniittee, 


Standing Committee, Quorum of—What Constitutes 


3h. Fach standing cummittee shall determine its own gnorum: proerded. that not 
less than one-third of the number vf membeis cunstituting such committee shall in 
any case constitute such quorum. 


Leave of Absence to Committee. 


36) When leave of absence shall be granted to any committee. special or stand- 
ing. to visit public buildings or institutions, or fur any other purpose, such leave shall 
he granted only by two-thirds vote, and no expenses or mileage of attaches shall be 
allowed 


(Tames on Contingent Fund Must Go tu Committee on Contingent Expenses. 


37. No claim shall he paid out of the Contingent Fund of the Senate until the 
same shall have been reterred to and reported on by the Cummittee on Contingent 
Expenses 


Erecutive Communications and Nominations to Committee. 

38. When executive communications or nomimations shall be sent by the Governor 
to the Senate for their confirmation, the same shall be 1eferred to the Committee on 
Rules, unless otherwise ordered by the Senate, which motion shall be determined 
without debate 


The General Fule, [ts Hours—Npecal Order of Bills on File 


89 The General File shall be the special order for each day between such hours 
as the Senate may determine, unless sooner disposed of; but no bill shall lose its 
place upon the file hy expiration of the time or by adjournment of the Senate while 
it is under consideration

Message of Governor Hiram W. Johnson to the Legislature of the State of 
California, in Extraordinary Session, January 5, 1916. 


Exrcutivet DEPARTMENT 


STATE or CALIFORNIA. 
To the Scnate and Assembly: 

Under the power vested in me by the Consiitution I have duly issned a eall for an 
exrraordinary session of the Legislatiie and have convened you for three specifiy 
purposes 

1 To amend the election Iaws of the State as specifically set forth im subdivi- 
sions 1 and 2 of the eall 

2 To take such aeven as you may deem appiopriate in reference tv tlie San 
Franciseo Normal Sehvol, and 

8 To pass such laws as you deem essential in relation to the San Diego Ixpo-ition 


1) THe Ereciion Laws. 

T take it that vou are familiar with the candilion at ones eantradietary and ccm- 
fusing, of the election laws of the State. and the necessity for remedial Jegislation 
At the last session of the Legislature. m 1917 four laws relating to elections were 
passed ond these four constituted a harmonious and complete svsiem Against two of 
these laws the referendum was invoked. and these two measures popularly designated 
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the non-partisan bills, were. on the 26th day of October last, defeated. The two 
measures thus submitted to the people by referendum and rejected by the people were 
the bill relating to primary elections and that preseribing the form uf ballot at the 
final election. The two bills, which were net attacked, aud concerning which no 
referendum was invoked. were the registration bill and the presidential preterence 
pimary Jaw The question presented to the voters at the special election was elean 
cut and well defined and that question was. whether or vot the officials of the State 
reqiiied to he eleeted by the voters should he chosen in partisan or im non-partisan 
fashion, All of the persuasive endeavors of both sides of the controversy tn the 
special election were directed solely to this question, and ot the one side it was argued 
that our state officials should be elected without 1egard to partisanship. and on the 
other, the desirabilitv of parties choosing candidates for state ofhees was eamestly 
advocated The registration Inj] under which the elector 1s not reyguied to state his 
party affiliation, at the time of registration was accepted by both sides. and acqimuesced 
in by all the people of the State of Califorma Since August 10. 1915. 1t has been 
continuously the law of the State and is today the solemn enactment of both houses 
ef the Legislature and of the executive branch of the government 

The primary law of 1915 continued in force because of the defeat of the law of 
1915, at the special election, can not be operative if the registration law adopted and 
aecepted by all the people of the State be enfurced; and presented to us, therefore, is 
the problem, how shall election of state officers be made partisan and the laws that 
have been duly enacted and are in force today be preserved as well? It i. obvious 
that we can no inore rightfully disregard one law than another and that officials are 
bound to obey all the laws of the State It as our plain duty, therefore, while recog- 
nizing the result of the recent special election and earrying out what those who then 
voted declared should be the policy of the State—the nomination and election by 
parties and in partisan fashion of candidates for state officees—to maimtain and uphold 
a plain statute which has neither been questioned nor challenged. and which, up to 
this time, all of the people of the State of Cahfornia have accepted and aequiesced in 
Speedily and readily the result may he attamed by the amendment of the primary 
law. and by this amendment, candidates for state offices will be nominated by political 
parties and will be elected wholly in partisan fashion, and the registration law will 
he preserved intact The time of the declaration of party affillation 1s simply changed 
from the time of registration to the time of the primary. ‘This is neither a vew nora 
novel proceeding Tt 1s the course pursued in the majoity of the states having 
primary lawns Today, in states like Massachusetts. Idaho. Indiana. Michigan. 4finne- 
sota, West Virginia, Whnois, Wiseonsin, Arizona, Colorado, Kausas, Missonii Mun- 
tana. and others, the voter declares his party affiation at the time of the primary 
and surely it will not be argued that the election laws of these states are non-paitisan 
I repeat that by the amendment proposed to the piimatry law, every offictal reqrired 
to he elected in the State will be nominated as the candidate of a political party and 
will be elected as a candidate of a political party. If this be done. no man acting in 
good faith can ash more’ If the registration law were today amended, the amendment 
could not take effect until ninety davs after the adoption of the amendment  Regis- 
tration 18 to commence on the first day of Januarv, and to continue then for use at 
the presidential preference primary to be held on or about May 2d It is important, 
therefore, that a registration law be in eftect now and for the period required im order 
that there may be no more confusion hereafter If anv other reason were needed 
for upholding what we haye solemnly enacted, and what today is the law. it is 
presented with unanswerable logic by the fact that we would but add to the confusion 
new existing and leave the election laws still unceittain and inoperative, fur more 
than three months by an attempted amendment of the 1egistration law. 

In its larger sense, however. the reason for the amendinent of the primary law 1s 
that by that amendment we do exactly what the majority who voted at the special 
election, October 26th, decieed should be done, and we maintain the law duly enacted 
and unanmmonsly acqwesced in. There was not a smygle vote in the Senate of the 
Stare of California at the 1915 session east agains? the registration law, ner was there 
a single vote cast in that bedy against the presidential preference primary law. and 
vet the presidential preference primary Jaw then enacted with this woanimit:, dis- 
tinetly provided for the declaration of party athhation at the primary itself and at no 
other time, 

It 1s worse than a confusion of thought to say that the will of the peanle was 
expressed upon registration at the recent special election This is not so The will 
of the people upon registration was expressed by the representatives of the people at 
the legislative session of 1915. and thereafter expressed by all of the people in the 
failure of any tu attack the registration law. or invwke against it the referendum — It 
18 nothing short of misiepresentation to assert that the amendment of the primary 
law, in the manner sucgested, makes the election system of the State non-partisan. 
The amendment suggested makes the election svstem of this State partisan It makes 
a svstem by whieh the politieal parties of the State will nominate candidates for state 
offices Those candidates will then have their names printed on the otfcial election 
ballot with their party designation and will be voted for as partisan candidates To 
claim otherwise, 1s to demonstrate either a poverty of intellect or the wilful design of 
misrepresentation,. 
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It may be that other means could be devised for partisan nommatiuns and pariisan 
elections and that 1f time peimitted, and no confusion would result, another mode 
night he presented to cue the existing defects. But whether othe courses might be 
adopted, whether any mode could be snegesied that would meet the appruval of the 
most captious, the mode now suggested does do exactly the very thing desired— 
requires nomination of eandidates by political parties and election of candidates as 
caudidates of political parties in partisan fashion. 


2. San FRANCISCO NoRMAL SCHOOL 


The San Franeiseo Normal School is oceupsimyg practically temporary quarters. 
The buildings are unsightly and unsafe All of us who are familiar with the situation 
have long huuwn that 1t was a question of but a buef period until an appropriation 
vf sume hundreds of thousands of dollars would be reywired for 1econstruction, ete 
Out of the beautiful Exposition that has just been econeluded in San Franusey cane 
2 Suygestion tor the preservation of the Cahfoinia Building, and its acquisition by 
the State for the San Fiancisco Normal School Sentimentally, the idea was enthn- 
siastically recerved by all whe are tamibar with the location; but it was not until 
the trustees ot the normal schyol, their expert engineer, and those intere-ted im the 
preservation of the Califurnia Building presented the financial economy of the plan, aud 
its advantages frum a business standpoint, that I felt at Iberty to submit the question 
tu the Legislature for action. 

The Panama-Paeihe International Exposition, due to prudent, sagaciuns and very 
able management will realize a considerable sum for ultimate distribution among 
those who contributed its funds Under the Jaw creating the Califoruin Commission, 
thanks to the foresight of those who prepared the measure, 1t was provided that the 
State should receive the State’s proportionate share of anv moneys realized from 
the Exposition, and. subsequently, in conformity with the law, a contract was made 
by the State Commission with the Directors ot the Exposition of like character It 1s 
lepresented to me that a sum probably equalling a million dollars will ultimately be 
realized from the Exposition and the State will be eutitled to its proportionate share 
of this sum 

The propesal in reference to the normal scheol ix uot to apprepiite any mouey 
froin the general fund at all and the finances of the State, therefore, will not he 
strained by cunsummatiug the plan. It is desired that the Normal School Lrustees 
shall be given power to condemn the land upon whieh the Calfornia Building stands 
and Jand adjacent thereto, to remodel the Cahfornta Building in accordance with the 
reports and vstuuates of the experts, to recerve if necessary, appropriate Jands in 
exchange for funds due to the State from the Exposition, to change the site of the 
horinal school from its present location to the Cahfornia Building of the Exposition, 
and to dispose of the present site The estimates submitted to me by the Normal 
School Trustees and their engmeer for the modification of the California Building and 
Its constrnetion into a most beautiful state mstitution aggiegate $195.000, and the 
purchase price of the real estate, it 1s asserted, ought not to exceed $100,000 The 
condemnation proceedings must be commenced at once, and it is necessary the.efore 
that the requisite authority be immediately given The apmopriation asked im the 
hil} sulunitted is wholly fram monevs which shall be returend from the Exposition to 
the State. and I reiterate that the general finanees of the State are not touched at all. 

Iam net unmindfiul of the difhenities and obstacles whieh may preclude us front 
successfully carrying out the proposed design: but. in order that we may endeavor 
thus fo consummate a plan at onee appealing ta our sentiment and business wdement, 
the powe1s asked must be aceurded by the Legislature. 


3. San Dicco Exposition 

Californians may be very proud of the great International Exposition which has 
just been concluded at San Franeisco Tt marked an epoch in World's Expositions. 
and its marvels and its beauty were worthy ot our State The State dealt generously 
with the Exposition but the Exposition itselé has more than justified the State's 
generosity. During the vear 1915 California has had not only its gieat International 
Exposition at San Franciseo but the remarkably beantiful Exposition at San Theza 
Tecan not too highly commend the energy and the pluck of the city of San Diego in 
maintaining as ‘t has, an Faposition creditable and beneficial alike to tuat locality 
and to the State of California 

The San Diego Exposition will continue duting the vear 1916 0 In aider that it 
may eontinue 1 axks the passage of the enablmeg act relating to Balboa Pairk, and it 
nay be assumed that verv veadiy this will be done 

Tn addition, a small measnre of vid is ashed now from the State; and frem the 
same suutee as our funds for the San Franeineo Normal School are obtained | should 
very heartily faver an appropriation ef this sort for the San Diego exposition 

The snbiects to whieh T have referred in this message are the only snbjects that 
are before this extraoidinary session of the Legislature  Purpusely aud designedly 
have [ restrieted the call within the narrowest possible limits I say to vou yeiy 
frankly that I haye endeavored by the statement of the matter im relation to the 
election laws te resrrict vou to the ameudment of the primary law. T have done this 
after the most careful thought and consultation with those most familiar with the 
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election machinery of the State and heeause this amendment immediately dispels a 
confusion new existing, requires nominations of candidates for State offices by 
political patties and makes elections partisan iu character. while vot disturbing other 
laws in force J£ we meet upon a common giound te make pominations aud elections 
in the State partisan and to perform our sworn duty to uphold the laws as they exist, 
there ean be oceasion neither for hitter controversy no long delav. The result, if the 
design he to make our elections pattisan, may be attammed in one brief day | Upon 
Important subjects often i one day you have finally aeted. Upon this subject if all 
that is desired is partisanship im our State elections and m= our State nomina- 
thons, we may act with celerity and the means are at hand T would not, of 
eoutse, Sugzest Undue haste and would ask careful serutiny and cousideration ot your 
leyislation, but once 1t 1s clear that the object 1s attained by the amendment suggested, 
necessity no longer exists for a continuance of the session

1 The loention of the school in a frame building is not in accordance with the 
geperally accepted uleas of modern schools, nur 1s the same consistent with the safety 
of the pupils 

2 The location of the school in very close proximity to the Presidio military 
reservation, where many thousands of troops both white and colored are quartered, 
rather than in some other avaiable location many of which ean, I believe, be had, is 
inadvisable. 

3 Five millions of dollais were paid by taxpayers of the several counties of the 
State toward financing the exposition. Profit of upwards of a half million dollars 
is apparently due the State which should. through appropriate legislation, he returned 
to the general funds of the respective counties, thus diminishing the amount of the 
next tay rate and teturning to the taxpayers who o1iginally contributed the same, 
the proportion of the profit to which they are legitimately entitled. and giving to 
eneh taxpayer in proportion to his former contribution through taxes. a practical 
rebate upon subsequent tax payments. 

4. All provision for the erection and maintenance of normal sehools, as well as 
other expenses of the state government are now paid, not by an ad ralorem tax on 
the property of the several counties, as was the case with the five millions of dollars 
raised fov the exposition, but rather by tax upon franchises, corporations, ete, and 
to take the funds which were paid by taxpayers of the whole State. and deyote them 
to purposes peculiarly affecting and beneficial to a single locality, whieh bas already 
largely henefited by the bounty of the State. is an injustice to the vast body of 
people who contributed through the medium of ad valorem taxation. to the success of 
the exposition. If the State shal] consider that it is necessary to take further steps 
for the benefit of the San Francisco Normal School. such steps will no donbt be 
taken at the proper time and the funds therefor provided in the manner customary 
and now prevailing in such cases.

REMARES BY SENATOR WOLFE UPON THE OCCASION OF HIS RETIREMENT 
FROM THE SENATE, 


Senator Wolfe addressed the Senate and spoke as follows: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate: 


Tam deeply grateful for the opportunity of saving a werd or two informally 
to my colleagues before 1 sever my ofheial connection with this part of the Jegis- 
lative department of the State of California 

At 11.80 tonight my resignation as Senator from the Nineteenth Senatorial 
Distmet of San Franciseo will take effeet. and tomorrow [ will assume other 
duties and other responsibilities T can not howeyer, leave the Senate of the 
State of Cahfornia without saying something of my stay in this Senate. 

I came to the Senate of the State for the first time in ISO7. and served con- 
tinuously from San Francisco for sixteen years: then I was temporarily retired 
from this body. but at the next sessioa IT was returned so that in all. I bave seen 
eighteen years active service as a member of the State Senate of California T[ have 
heen in attendance at nine regular sessions of the legislature anid eight extraoi- 
dinaty sessions. 

I have seen many changes in this body. and in its poliev, dumng that time. 
T ean look around these desks and these seats and can conjure up to mv mind 
colleagues who have answered the last roll call and gone to the Great Bevond. 
T ean conqure up other faces—faces of men that have sat upon the floor of.this 
Senate with me—and republics are not ungrateful after all, for some of these 
men have heen elevated to higher offices and have filled positions of greater 
responsibility Some have been governors of this State, otheis have gone to the 
United States Senaie, and others have gone to the lower house of Congress, where 
they have served the people of the State of California as faithfully as they served 
them on this floor 
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I have seen inany changes in policy: have seen many hard-fought battles upon 
the Hoor of this Senate, 9 which I played my humble part—aud we tought as 
theugh the hfe of the State and the Nation were at stake upon the principles 
under discussion, and that were involved. 

But [I am happy tu sav that after all T will carry away with me, when the 
gavel shall fall for the adjournment of this session of the Senate. nothing but 
the kindest and pleasantest recollecuons eof my associations with the members of 
this body. 

I have been floor leader. I[ have been with the majoring in my time, and I 
have known what it 1s to be with the mmority. For six years in the position 
which you now grace, Senator Thompson. as President pro tem. of this Senate, I 
have been. And the greatest pleasure—the greatest hajpiness in the rest of my 
life will be the thought that no matter how we have diftered. no matter how hard 
we lave fougut. 1 do uot know of a single member that hag sat with me upon 
the floor ot the Senate of this State that I ean not tonight eall my friend. I am 
as proud of that as a man eould be of anythmg that eumes to him in life 

The honors that bave been showered upon me by the good peuple of the State 
in sending me here, and the lonats T have won in this hedy are sufhcient com- 
pensation far the saerfice I have made in the service of this State—and no man 
ean serve the Senate or the Assembly of the State of California without making 
a persomu saerihee—but it is worth it. 

Ave. it’s worth it. after all, because you know that you have played your part 
im the affais of the State 

I have seen many changes and ac times I thought that these changes were not 
the best for the people of this State. and tor a long time I thought that. but I have 
changed ny mind as to many of these things and am satished that after all we 
have cane onward and upward in the State of Califurnia and that we are a shining 
example that other states might well follow. 

I never thought I would be here at this session. Mr. President. I had intended 
ta vesien, but when IT fonnd that the Normal Sehoaul had a chance to get something 
from the State of Calforma—to which it is justl entitled. and to wlich San 
Fraueiseo is justly entitled —I determined to come back and do wy share to belp 
unprove conditions of that imstitution whieh I was enabled in part to place in 
offieral fife in’ thas Stare, and. if possible, to place it where it ought to be as to 
equipment, loeation and building. in our_educational department of the State. 

I had hoped that when I was here, Mr. President, L might have been able to 
east my yore on the other questions that are before the Senate. I had hoped that 
these election bills might come before us so I might vote upon them, and that you 
and the peuple of the State might know my views on these questions, 

To owant you to know that had the rol heen called tuday on the bills that ore 
the results of the Governor's preelamation for an extra session, IT would have vated 
for these bills Lf would have taken no part in opposition thereto. and T would 
have indulged in no pertifoggmez, none of the methods of delay that seem to be 
iu vagne im seme departments of cur legislative government. 

Iam a Republican I have heen a Republican all my life. I led a procession 
of thirteen men from this ehamber in 1912, and wathed out of the Republican 
eonvention, and helped to nominate the tuket of electors of the Republican party, 
because I was a Republican I am a Republican teday: and because [ am a 
Republican T would have been delighted to vote for these bills that you are going to 
consider and decide on, perhaps. tomorrow 

There has heen a tempest in a teapot about these things I yoted in 1915 against 
nonpartisanship in state politics T would vote against it today. I would have 
preferred that we could have returned to the registration aud declaration of party. 
But under this call it is not possible, But I say that it 1s possible for the integ- 
rity of political parties tu be preserved in the State of Cahfornia under the system 
wluch this legislature is fostering and fathering 

Therefore, why this tempest in a teapat? Why this excitement and why these 
attacks? 

Why, Mr President. I have noticed since this difference has arisen that amongst 
the opposition to the present administration there are men who have eaten out of 
their hands—who have broken bread with them—who have sat in their council 
chambers and been part of their organizatilon—I have seen them bite the hand 
that fed them I have seen them take a pettifogging position which ill becomes a 
gentleman aud a statesman. 

I have no reference to any gentleman within sound of my voice, nar do I 
attach motives of that kind to any member of the legislature I concede to the 
gentlemen of this house, and the other house, just the same honesty of purpose 
that I would ask to he coneeded to myself 

Under these hills it 18 possible _to preserve the integrity of political purpases, 
and there has heen no reason why T should nat take that stand about the questions 
that have been presented to me and put concretely hefore me 

I will tell you what it is—for in mv judgment, for the prusperity and welfare 
of this Nation it would be hetter if we could return the reins of government mto 
the hands of the Republican party, as I view it. for this country needs a protec- 
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tive tariff, not a tarif€ that will build up trusts and put large and immense wealth 
in the hands of a few, but a tariff that will protect our laboring people and help 
build up the industries of the Jand. 1 want to see harmony in the Republican 
party. I want to see the members of the Progressive party do in California waoat 
they are doing in the eastern states: come back in the Grand Old Republican 
parts, play their part there and help to make_Listory whieh shall stand tor the 
betterment of the people of the Nation. And I do not want to make it difficult 
for them to return; do not want to humiliate them. I want to make it possible 
fur chem to return to the Republican party, respecting their standing fur principle; 
and therefore, I say. it ill beeomes us as Republicans, to widen the breach. 

Mr President, I have recerved many courtesies from your hands and received 
courtesies at the hands of the Governor of this State and while he and I may have 
differed in the past upon questions of policy I want you to know that I hold 
Governor Johnson in the highest esteem and respect and I make the publie declara- 
tion that I think both he and you, and those with you, have done many things for 
the welfare of the people of the State of California. And if on the ides of Novem- 
ber next Hiram Johnson should be the choice fur Vice President of the United 
States, he will have my vote and my support 

Now, some one said to me tonight, “Eddie, you will sing a ‘Swan sony’ tonight: 
I have heard you sing four or five ‘swan songs’ in my time un the floor of the 
Senate.’ I replied. ‘Yes. I may have, and I’m not much of a singer at that, but 
this 1s the last. simon pure ‘swan song’ I shall ever sing on the floor of this Senate.” 
And I want you to believe me when [ say that as loug as I live, L will cariy with 
me the pleasantest recollections of my association with you gentlemen and those 
that have preceded you. And TI want my family—-my daughter—when I shall 
have passed away, to know that at least [ played an humble part in the affairs 
of this State, always standing for what [ thought was right—fighting with all the 
energy I possess. And yet, not always right, because we are human aud must 
err—and I want them te have that in their minds, that in this foram, and an this 
floor, 1 have woo the respect and friendship of men that I bave respected and 
esteemed as I have respected and esteemed life itself 

Gentlemen, I say goodbye to you. the members of the Senate of this State, ind 
I hope I may meet you many, many times again.
